FOR MAYOR OF ATLANTA 


Inaugural Address Will Touch 
on This Subject Strongly. 
The Mayor Should Have 
Greater Appointive Power. 
Mr. Woodward Declines to 
Discuss His Probable Com- 
mittee Heads. 


Centralization of power in the may- 
or so that he can carry out the re- 


forms to which he is pledged will be! 


the keynote of Mayor Woodward's 
inaugural address, if the few words 
he has let slip on this subject can 
be taken to have any significance. 

Concentration of power, the cutting 
down of all city boards, an entirely 
new method of selecting the mem- 
bers of these boards, the appointment 
of heads of departments by the may- 
or—these will stand out prominently 
in the message to the people of At- 
lanta, a message which will be sev 
eral columns in length and will deal 
exhaustively with the city’s needs 
and the necessity for sweeping re 
forms in many directions. 

“The present method of electing 


board members by council is funda- 
mentally wrong. The boards them- 
selves are unwieldy,” said Mr. Wood- 


ward last night. 

“Commissioners are not now select- 
ed for their business fitness or for 
any particular qualification save 


their political trickery! 

“Two years ago when the commission 
Webt was on, council: itself to 
all sorts of sweeping | rma. How 
many of them were carried outt None, 
absolutely none. Barnacied with boards 
composed, as I said, of men chosen 
without regard to fitness to transact 
the city’s business in a businesslike 


manner, how was it possible?’ 
Mayor Badly Hampered. 

Touching on the centralization of 
power in the mayor, Mr. Woodward 
said: 

“How can a mayor be expected to 
accomplish anything under the present 
syetem? He comes into office hamper- 
ed with boards the members of which 
hold over and are not in sympathy with 
ir. He has to deal with heads of de- 
partments who may be incompetent, 
and yet he Is expected—simply because 
he is mayor—to clean up the town and 
put the machinery of government 
tn proper running order. He can't 
do it. 

“But the public does not stop to con- 
sider the impediments In his way. Be- 
fore tong he is in for a siege of 
‘cussin’'’ bsacause he hasn't done this 
and hasn't done that. 

“T have always advocated smaller 
boards, and I am more convinced of 
this necessity today than I ever was. 
They should be limited to five mem- 
bers, and they should be elected by the 
people from districts. It would be just 
as easy to establish board lines as 
ward lines, and a member elected 
would guard the interests of his sec- 
tion as jealously as a councilman 
would his ward.” 

The Vice Situation. 

Mr. Woodward was asked what stand 
he would take on the vice question. 

“Phat is not my fight,” he replied. 
“That wag settled before I was elected, 
and I propose to Keep out of it. I have 
been quoted as saying all sorts of 
things—bat I havent said ‘em. 

“T have heard of no effort on the 
part of any element of people to bring 
back the houses. I have other matters 
to think about, and I will not be 
drawn into a discussion of this sub-| 
ject.” 

Asked concerning his committee ap-,; 
pointments, Mr. Woodward said: 

“T have not made up my ind on a 
single appointment: I have not men- 
tioned-a possible preference to a soul. 
In fact; I have not made up my 
mind on any of them. 
ty of time to consider that.

“T have not written a word of my 


inaugural message, but of course I have! 


a general idea of what I am going to 
say. It will be a rather lengthy one 
anda will touch on a variety of sub- 
jects. 

The Candler Incident. 

“One of the afternoon papers has 
a fanciful story that Alderman Cand- 
ler and myself are at outs. I can 
only speak for myself when I say 
there is nothing to it so far as I am 
concerned. It would be the height 
of folly for a man to hamper himself 
in any such fashion, and I think any 
man who would do so would be a 
fool. I do not know what Alderman 
Candler’s attitude toward me may be.” 

Mr. Woodward closed the interview 
by saying that he had not taken the 
trouble to correct 1iany statements 
attributed to him by the newspapers 
for the simple season that he did not 
consider it worth while.

If both land in these berths Wood- 
ward will have a merry time satisfying 
the other two. 

“A smash is just as plain ag the 
handwriting on the wall,” said a close 
political ally of Mayor Woodward, Fri- 
day. “McClelland, Hall, Humphrey 
and Wardlaw are after the tax and 
finance chairmanships. It is going to 
be a task for Uncle Jim to satisfy 
everybody. Somebody is going to get 
pinched. It won't be McClelland, and 
it won't be Humphrey. Its a toss 
between the others.” 

Chairmanship for 

Councilman Hall has seen the 
“shadow cast before,’ and to relieve 
the situation he has personally inform- 
ed Mayor Woodwarg that he will not 
feel a bit slighted if he is left out of 
the committees entirely. It is said 
Councilman Hall is slated for the 
street committee chairmanship. In that 
position he will be able to carry out 
some of the reforms Mayor Woodward 
planned for the construction depart- 
ment.

VERDICT EXPECTED TODAY 


Court Adjourned Until This Morning 
When Report of Jury May Be 
Received. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 27.~—-Fif- 
teen hours’ deliberation by the jury in 
the “dynamite conspiracy” case up to 
tonight had failed to result in the re- 
turn of any verdicts. 


Federal Judge Albert B. Anderson, 
after convening court to receive any 
reports from the jurors, ordered an ad- 
journment until 9:80 a. m. tomorrow, 
with the understanding that the ver- 
dicts, should they be found, would not 
be réturned until that time. : 

While government officials expressed 
confidence that the jury would report 
tomorrow, attorneys for the defense 
stated it would require a longer time. 
There are twenty-six offenses charged 
against each of the defendants, and the 
jury, if it chooses, may ballot on each 
charge as to each defendant, niaking 
a total of 1,040 charges thus to be dis- 
posed of. 

Jury's Quarters Secluded. 

All the deliberations of the jurors 
are conducted in a room near their 
living quarters on the third floor of 
the federal building, which its reached 
by a private stairway cut off from the 
rest of the building. On the same floor 
at another end of the building are the 
quarters of the confessed dynamiters 
—Ortie E. MoManigal and Edward 
Clark, who appeared as witnesses for 
the government. That there may be no 
basis for any reports as to the jury’s 
progress every approach leading to 
their quarters is guarded. 

Twice today the forty labor union 
officials, headed by Frank M. ‘Ryan, 
president of the iron workers’ union, 
who are charged with complicity in the 
McNamara dynamite Ry to t-te 
the property of “ope n. Row" Pontes 
‘Ors, were wie ely in’ the Pe ein 
In expectation that. their fate at the 
hands of the jury would be made 
known. 

Crowds of women and other specta- 
tors who had been permitted in court 
or in the lobbies for the last three 
months were prevented by guards from 
even approaching the courtroom, so 
that only those who had business in 
connection with the trial or were rela- 
tives of the defendants were present. 
These included the wives and children 
of about thirty of the men on trial. 

Court Sessions Brief. 


The sessions of court were brief. At 
accustomed rows of seats behind the 
lawyers’ table. Four defendants were 
brought in as prisoners from the coun- 
ty jail. 

These were Edward Smyth and James 
E. Ray, Peoria, tll.; Herbert 8S. Hockin, 
accused of as the Iago on the conspir- 
acy, aud John Butler, Buffalo, vice 
president of the iron workers’ union, 
all of whom were taken in custody be- 
cause their bonds were set aside. 
Smyth and Ray have been in custody 
for almost two months. Butler was 
ordered imprisoned after he had testl- 
fied in his own behalf that he knew 
nothing of any $1,000 a month appro- 
priation out of the unilon’s funds 1t0 
be used by John J. McNamara, the sec- 
retary, for dynantte. 

As a final token that the trial had 
been ended so far as testimony was 
concerned, bailiffs entered while the 
defendants were waiting and removed 
a ton of revolvers, guns, alarm clocks, 
pieces of exploded bombs, nitrogly- 
cerin-carrying cases and articles shat- 
tered by dynamite which the govern- 
ment had introduced as exhibits. Part 
of the exhibits were weapons taken 
from the McNamara brothers and Mce- 
Manigal at the time of their arrests. 

Thirty-five minutes after convening 
court, Judge Anderson adjourned court 
until afternoon. In the afternoon court 
reconvened only to again adjourn after 
a brief wait.

TWO RESTAURANTS 


New Managements Soon for Durand’s 
Depot Place and for 
Folsom’s. 


On or about January 1 two of At- 
lanta’s oldest restaurants—places that 
have an historic interest to thousands, 
not only in this city, but throughout 
the country—will change hands. The 
change in management of at least one 
of them will be learned with genuine 
regret by the hundreds to whom it 
seems almost like home. 

The restaurants in question are Hen- 
ry Durand’s depot place and Folsom’s, 
on Marietta street. 

For some weeks the rumor that Hen- 
ry Durand would retire from the “old 
car shed’ location, where the first 
foundations of his fortune were laid, has 
been current on the street. Mr. Durand 
has not denied the report, but pending 
rental of the stand to some one else 
has not discussed his retirement. His 
successor has not been announced. 
While giving ‘up ‘this old stand, Mr. 
Durand will continue his Edgewood 
avenue place, and the grill room will 
be open all night. 

Restaurant Opened in 1875. 

Henry Durand first began business 
at the depot in 1878. His beginnings 
were meager. Coffee and lunches for 
travelers was about the extent of it at 
first. Gradually the business increased, 
and the upstairs was rented. Soon 
“Durand’s” was famous the south over. 
It became the noonday meeting place 
of hundreds of Atlantans, and at night 
tt was the rendezvous for scores of 
travelers and bachelors to whom it of- 
fered the warmth and cheer of a home. 
It was a favorite eating place for news- 
paper men. For years “Uncle Bud” 
Kernodle—now gathered to his reward 
——-presided at the cash drawer. A rare 
character was “Uncle Bud’'—a typical 
gentleman of the old school, generous 
of part, pink of cheek, white of hair, 
faultless in every detail to the seperate 
hairs of his gray imperial and mus- 
tache. 

How Kernodle Got Name, 

Once upon a time the rain banked 
up around the depot, and the vicinity 
resembled a lake. Henry W. Grady 
wrote a feature story. about the re- 
gatta that was to be held there by 
local yachtsmen. He referred to Uncle 
Bud as “the commodore,” and the name 
stuck to him to the en1. 

Along about 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, after the paper had gone to press, 
Durand’s wae the gathering place for 
such men as Bob Adamson, now secre-

Folsom’s restaurant was established 
by the late L. B. Folsom in the 
eighties, and for many years was 
known as the “Reading Room.” He 
operated it up to October, 1911, when 
he sold it to a steck company com- 
posed of his nephews and several other 
associates. They in turn sold to George 
E. Johnson, S&S W. Tate and J. E. Tate, 
of Elberton, Ga. No details of the 
contemplated jatest sale have been an- 
nounced.

The negro says he 
tried to find Mr. King and warn him, 
but was unsuccessful. Barber de- 
clares that he had repeatedly heard 
Mrs. King tell her husband that she 
wished she could get rid of him, be- 
cause she was tired of “seeing him 
sitting around.” 

Mrs. King has been one of the most 
highly esteemed women of Jones 
county and prominent in the affairs 
of her church. The King plantation 
is one of the largest in middle Geor- 
gia. 

Wilburn is a farm and sawmill 
hand. He is 25 years old. 

James Wilburn, the father of Nick 
Wilburn, the self-confessed slayer, is 
heartbroken over the crime committed 
by his son. The elder Wilburn lives in 
Jones county, and when he was in- 
formed of his son’s confession this 
morning he attempted to commit sui- 
cide. He is about 60 years of age, and 
was in Gray this morning when Mrs. 
King was browght there. 

“I believed that my son was entirely 
innocent,” said Mr. Wilburn, “and hig 
confession is heartrending.’’

ADAMSON 1S. AGHINST 
REORGANIZATION NOW 


Thinks President Taft Should Not Be 
Permitted to Change System Now 
in Vogue on Panama Canal. 


Carrollton, Ga., December 27.—(Spe- 
cia].)—Representative W. C. Adamson, 
of Georgia, chairman of the committee 
on interstate and foreign commerce, 
author of the law recently enacted for 
the operation of the Panama canal 
and the government of the zone, and 
also the movant when the original 
Hepburn bill wage reported out of the 
committee to construct the canal, does 
mot sympathize with President Taft in 
his efforts to precipitate a reorganiza- 
tion of the forces on the isthmus. 

“Of course enthusiasts make repre- 
Sentations about early completion,” de- 
Clares Judge Adamson, “but practical 
men familiar with the subject know 
that it will be exceedingly fortunate 
if safe transit through the canal can 
be secured within two years. Mr. Taft 
goes out of office now within two 
months. The verdict of the people last 
November cannot be construed into 
meaning that they are urging Mr. Taft 
to exercise any powers of administra- 
tion not absolutely necessary. 

A Flimsy Pretext. 

“Giving prominence tothe suggestion 
to honor Colonel Goethals cannot oOp- 
erate as a sufficient pretext to justify 
Premature action. 

“We all wish to honor Colonel Goe- 
thals. We are all proud of him and 
proud of the distinguished engineers 
who have co-operated with him and 
differ with him in degree only as to 
merit and the recognition to which 
entitled. 

“President Taft ought not unneces- 
sarily to worry himself about trans- 
forming the system on the zone. The 
mext congress and the next adminis- 
tration will have ample opportunity to 
accord proper recognition to Colonel 
Goethals and all the other builders of 
the canal, and President Wilson will 
have ample opportunity to select offi- 
cers to operate the canal and govern 
the zone. 

Existing System Adequate. 

“The existing system is adopted to 
constructing the canal, which will not 
be finished until Culebra ceases to 
glide. The new plan of government is 
intended to control the operation of 
the canal and the government of the 
gone aS an adjunct and incident of 
the canal operation. The president is 
honor bound by both written and ver- 
bal statements used in the committee 
and in congress not to prejudice any 
of our faithful efficient officials on the 
isthmus by precipitancy in changing 
the system, and only by using those 
pledges were the committee and con- 
gress induced to authorize the change 
in advance of the actual completion of 
the canal. 

‘It will hardly be regarded as suffi- 
client excuse to say that the president 
was in a hurry to make the change 
because he is familiar with the situa- 
tion and President Wilson had declined 
to visit the isthmus and familiarize 
himself with conditions. There ig no 
doubt that President Wilson will pro- 
vide himself with all-sufficient infor- 
mation in ample time for satisfactory 
action, and that many men living who 
@re as conversant with the facts as 
President Taft or anybody else will 
be able and willing to contribute to 
the information of President Wilson. 

Demand for Autocratic System. 

“After the people elected a demo- 
cratic congress in 1910 the adminis- 
tration made an insistent demand at 
the short session of the republican 
congress for immediate legislation in 
order that an autocratic system might 
be adopted under which the president 
could enact all the laws of the zone 
and appoint all the officers. Several 
of us denied the necessity for imme- 
diate action and succeeded in post- 
poning it, with the result that we 
enacted permanent legislation provid- 
ing for congress to retain control and 
legislate for the canal and for the 
zone. 

“The insistence for action now is as 
unnecessary aS it was then. The leg- 
injlation enacted at the last term of 
congress was premature except for 
one purpose—to authorize the organi- 
zation of a skilled force to operate the 
locks—and in order to secure that the 
administration was willing to re- 
mounce the supposed advantage of a 
hasty reorganization. 

“It is hoped that the 
recognize the presidents 
course if he should send in nomina- 
tlens to reorganize the forces on the 
isthmus at this time, and will unhes!- 
tatingly refuse to confirm them. Un- 
doubtedly, it will be falsely charged 
that it is a slur and a slight on Colo- 
nel Goethals, but all intelligent and 
fair-minded people will recognize that 
as a falsehood. There is nothing too 
good for Colonel Goethals, and at the 
proper time we will all delight in do- 
ing him honor, but he himself, if con- 
sulted, would say that his reward 
could be more easily measured and his 
honors more intelligently bestowed at 
the completion of his great work.”

Mexico City, December 27.—General 
Victoriano Huerta, hero of the cam- 
paign against General Pascual Orozco, 
the rebel leader, was retired today by 
the federal war department from the 
command of the northern division of 
the army. 

General Huerta has been in Mexico 
city for several weeks and it was said 
that he has been undergoing treatment 
for an affection of the eyes. It was 
declared that General Huerta asked to 
be relieved of his command. He has 
been offereq an advisory post in the 
war department.

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| ‘ TREAT BARBARIANS AS SUCH. 

The Constitution felicitates that cheerful viewpoint that can 
boast of a “peaceful” Christmas in Atlanta because there was a 
trifle less bloodshed, a slightly smaller percentage of shootings, 
cuttings and maimings than the year before. Such ostrich-head-in- 
the-sand optimism is enviable, but we doubt if it makes for progress. 

So long as police and hospital records show that approximately 
250 persons needed medical aid as a result of Christmas “celebra- 
tion,” we find ourselves unable to believe that law and order rules 
supreme in this city, or that Atlanta observes Christmas in a Chris- 
tian and not a pagan sense. If press dispatches had flashed that 
number of persons sent to the hospital in a Mexican or Balkan en- 
gagement, the story would have gone on the first page; we would 
have shivered over the “horrors of warfare.” And yet, in a civilized, 
Christian country, assumedly peaceful, and upon the day that cele- 
brated the birth of the Redeemer, pistols, knives, dirks and razors 
laid low just that toll of individuals! And that is called a “serene 
Christmas.” Heaven save us from the other sort. : 

The truth of the matter, as Judge Broyles candidly stated, is 
that “pistol-toting is on the increase” in Atlanta. He ought to 
know. We commend heartily his determination to root out this 
evil, if the process entails sending every offender, white or negro, 
to the chaingang. What use of living in civilization, of boasting 
civilization, if on every side are the savage trappings of the jungle? 
The specter will not be evicted by whitewashing it. 

Treat barbarians as such, whether they live in Atlanta, or 
Africa or elsewhere. The man, white or negro, who skulks about 
with a concealed weapon in his pocket, is a self-convicted barbarian. 
The federal government, recognizing that the Indian reverts to the 
homicidal primitive type when given intoxicants and weapons, 
measures harsh penalities to those who provide him with either. 
The lawless negro is worse than the Indian. For to inherited 
jungle instincts he adds the lowest absorbed tendencies of the white 
man’s civilization. Whisky transforms him into a fiend; given a 


pistol, he becomes a reckless murderer. A far step in the right 
direction would be taken if we followed, regarding the negro, the 
federal government’s rule regarding the Indian. And the white 
man who, voluntarily, puts himself on the same plane is an equal 
menace, and deserves no more consideration; even less, for with a 
legacy of law and order back of him he should know better. 

Barbarian treatment for the willful barbarian! That is the one 
cure for a crimson Christmas, for conditions the year round, for 
that matter, that concentrate their deadliness upon what should be 
the holiest day of the entire twelve months.

VALE, HUNTSMEN-MUNCHAUSENS. 


Georgia’s cruel and unfeeling game law has uprooted a custom 
sanctified by. centuries of usage—that unwritten law which per- 
mitted the average respectable citizen to stretch, juggle with and 
elaborate the exact truth once he took to the fields in quest of 
game, or whipped the stream for fish. No more can he return 
glibly home with a full bag of birds or a creel of the finny tribe and 
boast of his conquests. The game warden will yank him to the 
stern bar of justice unless he tells the exact truth—perhaps even if 


he does. 

Reese Perry, an esteemed citizen of Atlanta, and Congressman- 
elect Walker, of Valdosta, can bear eloquent testimony. Their 
experience is an awful warning and a poignant revelation. 

With the bland innocence that has characterized Nimrod since 
the dawn of creation, Mr. Perry “turkgy-trotted” into Atlanta the 
other day with a string of quail that made the old-timers sit up and 
take notice. Far and wide, to all who would listen voluntarily and 
to others whom he could coerce into distening, he unwound the 
“old, old story” about the record-breaking “kill” he had made in the 
fastnesses of south Georgia. Some people listened indulgently, 
some credulously. Why not let a man stretch the long-bow about 
his prowess on the trail? Hadn’t their fathers, their grandfathers 
and their great-grandfathers made the imagination of Jules Verne 
look anemic by the side of the tales of their exploits? In an un- 
guarded momeft, however, Mr. Perry, bubbling over with the spirit 
of conquest, posed for a photograph. He was draped, swathed, 
buried with birds; “birds on his fingers, birds on his toes;” birds 


Perry gloated over that photograph. He would go down into his- 
tory as the “mightiest of all hunters.” Just then he woke to hear 
the tinkle of the phone. It was the game warden: “Don’t you 
know?” queried a cold-blooded voice, “that you've violated the law 
by killing just about ’steen dozen more birds than you had a right 
to?” Mr. Perry had lightning yisions of prison bars; at the best, a 
fine that would about tieble the expense of his trip. He thought 
with the rapidity of a skyrocket. “Why,” he answered, hope echo- 
ing in his voice, “you don’t believe that old picture do you, mister? 
I just borrowed all those birds to make a good showing!” 

Mr. Walker’s case was very similar. He meandered into Flor- 
ida, and returned home regaling the natives with stories of the 
record-breaking number of deer he had brought home. An obstinate 
little clausé in the Georgia law forbids the importation of deer into 
the state after the closed season. The congressman-elect is still ex- 
plaining. 

Wherefore, the fiat has gone forth that the custom which pre- 
vailed since Adam’s tom-cat came off the raft is to. be rudely abro- 
gated—for, hereafter, who will dare to let his imagination soar 
when the game warden stands near by to prick the bubble with the 
needle of the law? What huntsman, returning empty-handed, will 
even have the hardihood to buy a necklace of birds with which to 
convince skeptical friends? What fisherman, having vainly tried 


the fish market and come home, boasting, with a full creel? Twenty- 
nineteenths of the pleasure of hunting: and fishing in Georgia has 
been destroyed in one fell swoop. No more can we brag of our ex- 
ploits in club, in hut, in market place. The Ananias club stands on 
one side; grim-visaged law on the other! :

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ENLARGE HEALTH BOARD’S POWER. 


The epidemic of spinal meningitis at Midville, now under con- 
trol, will not have been without its uses if it shall rouse the legisla- 
ture and the people of Georgia to the necessity of so enlarging the 
powers and equipment of the state board of health as to cope with 
just such situations, and others that might easily be of even larger 
gravity. As Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the board, shows in his 
statement of the Midville epidemic, the state body assumed to 
stand between death’and disease and the people generally of Geor- 
gia is radically hampered by lack of authority and niggardliness of 
appropriations. The facts so dramatically disclosed simply cor- 
roborate a contention often made by The Constitution—that almost 
every branch of Georgia’s administrative’ system js archaic and in- 
adequate, and is in need of a thorough-going revision. 

This condition is especially inexcusable where the. factor of 
health is concerned. The state’s parody of a tax system, and its 
other delinquencies might wait for readjustment. But with death 
and disease knocking on the door, neglect to take proper precau- 
tions is hardly short of criminal. : 

Those who criticise hastily in the Midville instance do so upon 
insufficient information. As Dr. Harris points out, and as all who 
are in the slightest degree familiar with the situation have long 
known, appeal after appeal has been made to the legislature to 
amplify the functions and appropriations of the board of health for 
just such emergencies. Nearly all the physiGians in the state know 
how loose and disjointed are the acts under which the board now 
operates, and how it is hampered in combatting disease, and would 
be perhaps fatally hampered in the face of sweeping epidemics. 

Condemnations of the board are entirely unjust. The energy 
thus spent should be invested in remedying the present status and 
hedging against a recurrence. Georgia has had a sledge-hammer

The Business of Being a Woman. 


By ISMA DOOLY. 

“The business of .being a woman 
is indeed a tremendous proposition 
which comparatively few women 
have grasped,” wisely writes Ida M. 
Tarbell, who is a thorough student 
of the “woman question.” “The term 
‘woman question’ is far preferable 
to ‘woman problem,’ as some Call it, 
for problem rather. suggests that 
something is being werked out with 
a view to settlement, which would 
deprive woman of one of her most 
primitive and sacred rights, that of 
never being fully understood. The 
term ‘woman question,’ with the lit- 
tle wiggle punctuation mark after it, 
makes her feel that she still has that 
mystery about her that will justify 
her being uncertain how she is ever 
going to vote, or how in the moon- 
light on a summer night she is going 
to evade giving the definite answer.” 

While “the “woman question” is 
drawing from the mightiest pens 
wielded by human hand, and Selma 
Lagerloff, Bernard Shaw, M. Maeter- 
linck are contributing volumes on the 
subject, and the struggling dramatists 
(for we have few great ones today) 
are writing plays dealing with this 
question, woman is going on strug- 
gling with her every day activities—- 
her part in civilization, and having 
very little thrown out to her in the 
way of inspiration. She is being told 
about her place in the home, her 
place in civic life, her place even in 
the great affairs of government. Yet 
while these new responsibilities are 
being weighed upon her, she is being 
relieved of none of the former re- 
sponsibilities which are the essential 
obligations of the mother of the race. 


| I would suggest that while the 
paramount question about her is be- 
ing put by noble-minded, high-think- 
ing individual of both sexes, woman 
might as well rest a few minutes; 
get out of the almost squabbling con- 
fusion she has created among the 
great as to her present status, and at 
the beginning of this the thirteenth 
year (maybe it will be her lucky num- 
ber) of the twentieth century jot 
down in the note book of her every- 
day life some definite idea of what 
her individual business is, for every 
woman, be she rich or poor, young or 
old, has a place to fill, a business to 
keep going. 2 

As Miss Tarbell has truly said, “the 
business of being a woman is a tre 
mendous proposition!” 

Generally when speaking or writing 
of‘the individual woman, the more com- 
plete woman is taken as theme; that 
is, the woman who has grown up, 
married and made a home, but even 
before that state woman as the in- 
dividual has her business to attend 
to, and it will be interesting if some- 
body will just help out in defining 
this business which should be going 
on this very moment actively in the 
life of every female one of us. 

What, I would ask, is the business 
of one whom I saw last night looking 


in the first party she attended after 
her eighteenth birthday? 

What is the business of her life 
this moment?. How should she be 
directed ? What should be the re 
gime of her everyday life—and please 
let us leave out for the moment the 
idea that she may have some day to 
earn her own living. Let us deal 
with her as the young woman who 
has everything before her, and let 
the question be what must she do 
with herself—thus defining her busi- 
ness?

1912 FOOTBALL 


National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation in Session, 


New Rules Praised as Adjusting Bal- 
ance Between Offense and 
Defense. 


New York, December 27.—Praise for 
the 1912 football rules, with the state- 
ment that they “made passible the best 
gwame of football over played by 
American colleges,” was expressed by 
Henry lL. Williams, coach of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota football team, in 
his report today before the National 
Collegiate Athletic assoctation, as 
chairman of the rules committee. The 
association, with delegates from nearly 
ninety colleges and universities pres- 
ent. met here for its seventh annual 


session. 

Mr. Williams told of the difficulties 
that had to be overcome, and of the 
many radical changes that were made, 
all of which, he said, proved most four- 
tunate. For several years back, he 
said, the proper adjustment of the 
offense and defense, 
with just the right equilibrium be- 
tween these forces, has been a serious 
problem. The afivantage, he contended, 
hed been on the side of the defense, 


and it had been well 
as the g»%al line was approached the 
@efense became stronger through the 
drawing in of the backs to support the 
line, so that the scoring of touchdowns 
by equally balanced teams was ex- 
ceedingly difficult. For these reasons, 
he said. the rules were changed to 
give four down in 10 yards instead of 
three, a change which he character- 
ized as the most important and bene- 
ficial introduced since the 10-yard rule 
was adopted. 
Eliminate On-Side Kick. 

The elimination pf the on-side kick 
was another change which he said was 
most important for the best interests 
of the game. and was made because the 
committee felt the advantage of the 
‘attack of the defense might be too 
great: because of the decided danger 
to the defensive backs, and because of 
the decided element of chance and luck 
ifi the play. 

After reciting the disadvantage of 
annual charges in the rules, both tq the 
player# and the spectators in general, 
Mr. Williams closed his report with 
the statement that “now at last we 
seem to have a game that is the most 
satisfactory, popular alike to players, 
spectators and coaches, where the bal- 
ance between attack and defense is 
where a team that is 
properly instructed and properly di- 
rected upon the field of play ought al- 
ways to be able to score unless out- 
classed and where the team of supe- 
rior ability and skill almost invariably 
wins.”’

What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


Néw § “York, December 27.—Brad- 
street’s will say tomorrow that what 
is described in most sections of the 
country as a record holiday trade has 
crowned a year which hag had few 
equals and fewer supériors in nearly 
every line of human endeavor. This, 
of course, refers directly to volume of 
product or value of output, rather than 
to margins of profit, which are con- 
ceded to have been cut in many lines. 

Best reports as to holiday and retail 
trade came from the west, northwest, 
most parts of the southwest and the 
PacifiC coast. In the eastern states 
trade has been good and there’ are 
many large centers reporting the year- 
end trade as breaking all records. 
Less buoyant advices eame from the 
southeast of the Mississippi, but here 
shorter yields are held mainly respon- 
sible. In wholesale trade and indus- 
try there has been a quieter tone. 

As the year closes, the feeling is 
one of cheerful conservatism, but not 
i omg ce bred of the fact that 

ee to seven months’ orders are in 
hand. 

The end of the yéar finda the labor 
situation quiet as a whole after a year 
notable for some big strikes and for 
many and widespread wage advances. 

Holiday dullness prevails in the New 
York stock market, the renewed firm- 
ness of money, due to end-of-the-year 
requirements, also checking specula- 
tive activity. A somewhat improved 
sentiment is displayed, however. 

Business failures for the week end- 
ing December 26 were 253, against 327 
last week and 304 in the like week of 
1911.

President-Elect Reaches Little Par- 
. gonage Where He Was Born 
56 Years Ago Today. 


Staunton, Va, December 431.—Vir- 
ginia welcomed home tonight Governor 
Woodrow Wilson, the eighth of her 
native sons to be chosen president of 
the United States. 

From the moment the president-elect 
crossed the state line at Alexandra in 
the afternoon after he had a ten min- 
utes’ glimpse of the national capital 
until 9 o’clock tonight, when he reach- 
ed the little parsonage here, 
where he was born fifty-six 
years ago tomorrow, the reception 
given him was one of great enthuel- 
asm, noisy demonstration and gspectac- 
ular display. Escorted by troops of 
cavalry, militia companies and a 
torchlight procession, in which prac- 
tically the whole town participated, 
the governor and Mrs. Wilson motored 
through the streets of Staunton to the 
home of the Rev. Dr. A. N. Fraser, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian church where 
the Rev. Joseph R. Wilson, father of 
the president-elect, lived in 1856. 

Band Plays “Dixie.” 

With Mrs. Wilson, the president- 
elect paused for a minute on the il- 
luminated portico of the house and 
greeted Dr. Frasen The band struck 
up “Dixie,” the governor turned and 
waved his hat to the orowd, and a 


spontaneous shout of weleome echoed 
in the winter air. 

“It’s fine to be back again,” exclaim- 
ed the president-elect as he stepped tn- 
doors. 

Suffering still from the effect of his 
cold, he retired immediately to the 
room in which he was born, to rest 
for the morrow, when the chief pro- 
gram of the jubilee will be carried out. 

Outside the crowds surged the 
streets, which were alive with color 
and flags and electrical displays. From 
far and wide, native ohildren of 
Staunton had come to greet their fel- 
low towneman., Except for an informa) 
visit a year ago, Mr. Wilson hed not 
been here since he was 8 years old. 

Welcomed All Along Route. 

Staunton was not alone in celebrat- 
ing the arrival in Virginia of the dis- 
tinguished visitor. Bonfires blazed the 
way, fireworks shot across the skies 
and red lights threw a festive glare 
at all stations d@iong the route, though 
the train glided by most of them with- 
out stopping.

NEW SMOKE INSPECTOR 
PLANS WORK FOR 1913 


Reforms of a most sweeping char- 
acter are proposed by Cecil P. Poole, 
Atlanta’s new smoke inspector, who 
assumes his duties under appointment 
by the smoke board, January ist. 

For instance, he says Atlanta al- 
lows stationary plants to emit dense 
smoke for twelve minutes, whereas it 
should be limited to six minutes. He 
says that it is not only possible for 
stationary plants to eliminate smoke, 
but to their interest. 

Inspector Poole says that the great- 
est problem before Atlanta is dim- 
inishing smoke from locomotives. He 
admits that it is impossible to cut 
out smoke on the railroads entirely, 
but believes that by forcing the roads 
to use anthracite a great deal of the 
smoke can be eliminated. 

The new smoke inspector attributes 
the smOKe nuisance to the industrial 
growth of the city. He explains that 
in every city that has progressed tne 
same condition is noticed.

10 TO 18 POINTS 


Liquidation by Longs and 
Wall Street Pressure 


Caused Decline. 


New York, December 27.—The cotton 
market was generally lower today, un- 
der scattering liquidation pby longs 
who had carried their cotton over the 
Christmas holidays and Wall street 
pressure, inspired by the absence of 
ny aggressive support, predictions of 
&@ léss active trade demand and talk of 
large ginning returns for the last half 
of December. The close was steady, 
but last prices were trom 10 to 18 
Points under the closing figures of 
Tuesday. 

The market opened barely steady at 
an advance of 7 points on December 
and of 1 point on January, but from 
8 to 6 points lower on later deliveries 
Better cables than expected contrib- 
uted to the near month firmness, but 
the progress of the call developed a 
lack of bull support ang the general 
list sold about 4 to 7 points lower 
shortly after the opening. From this 
level the market rallied to » point or 
Wo Over the closing figures of Tues- 
day, under scattering covering and 
moderate support from the Lig trade 
interests, but the buying was by no 
means aggressive, while the advance 
met pressure from Wall street bears, 
Memphis and scattering long accounts. 
At any rate, prices soon weakened 
and offerings became’ more active on a 
scale down, with the decline uncover- 
ing a few stop orders. 

After the market had shown a net 
loss of 14 to 16 points, there was 
@ rally of 4 or 5 points, on a bullish 
view of the week-end figures, but the 
improvement was not maintained and 
the close was at practically the lowest 
point of the day. 

Liverpool and New Orleans were 
moderate buyers here early, but Wall 
street uptown interests were consid- 
erable sellers and the spot house sup- 
port, which was so much of a feature 
before the holidays, was saig to be 
much less in evidence during today's 
trading.

EXPECTED TODAY 


Believed She Has No Intention 
of Prolonging War 


Demands Made by Austria Cause 
Great Excitement Among Servian 
and Montenegrin Delegates. 


London, December 27.—Turkey's re- 
Ply to, the demands made several days 
ago by the Balkan allies as a basis for 
peace in southeastern Europe will be 
delivered tomorrow to the peace con- 
ference in St. James palace. Interest, 
however, again has shifted from this 
Phase of the situation and is centered 
tonight in the question of what are the 
intentions of Austria with respect to 
the Balkans. 

The peace delegates are prepared to 
consider the reply of the Ottoman gov- 
ernment and its counter 
startling though the latter may be, as 
simply points for future negotiations. 
It is well known that Turkey has not 
the least hope of obtaining what she 
will demand, and also that she has no 
intention of resuming’ a war which 
may result in furtner disaster to her. 

Attempt to Divide Allies. 
This aspect of the situation seems 


to receive confirmation, from the fact 
that several attempts already have 
been made unofficially by members of 
the Turkish delegation to get the Mon- 
tenegrin, Servian and Greek delegates 
to recede from the demand that Adri- 
anople be surrendered, promising in 
return that Turkey will not object to 
their respective enlargement territori- 
ally. ? 

These advices, and reports emanating 
from Constantinople that Bulgaria is 
negotiating terms direct with Turkey 
there, are considered to have as their 
basic purpose an attempt to divide the 
allies. 

Representatives of the Balkan states, 
however, have resisted all temptations 
placed in their way, and today present 
as united a front as they did the first 
day of the negotiations, and are just as 
determined as ever to have their own 
wav in concluding peace. 

Instead of diminishing excitement is 
growing amote the Servian and Mon- 
tenegrin delegates over what are con- 
sidered Austria’s plans in the Bal- 
ans. That the dual monarchy seems 
tel nea to carry out these plans is 
considered to be proved by tha fact 
that sile has not begun to demobilize 
the big army she recently called to 
the colors. It is now considered cecr- 
tain that at the resumption of the am- 
bassadorial conference, January 2, Aus- 
tria will urge the repre ventatives of 
KMurope to make the territory of au- 
tonomous Albania as large as possible, 
including in it Prisrend, Djacova and 
Scutari. 
Austrin Tempts Montenegro. 

Meanwhile Austria is tempting Mon- 
tenegro by proposing in exchange for 
Austria’s support and the occupation 
of Scutari by Montenegro that Austria 
be given possession of the mountains 
dominating Cattaro, which thus would 
become such an impregnable naval 
stronghold as to make the Vienna gVv- 
ernment the real master of the Adri- 
atic sea. 

Italy, the power chiefly interested, 
opposes such a scheme that gives her 
rival the coveted supremacy on the sea 
which once was considered a Venetian 
lake. Russia equally is anxious to 
prevent the Austrian project, which, if 
successful, would stifie forever the 
Muscovite ambition to obtain an outlet 
in the Adriatic.
